Folks... 


Got into a "discussion" today with a fellow club-member 
who fancies himself as a real antenna expert since all his 
antennas work just fine... 


I need a reference/explaination (since he doesn't 
believe me nor my shade-tree "reasoning") that describes the 
loss when using two parallel runs of coax as a balanced run, 
like you might use to bring it thru a wall from a balun to a 
tuner... He is telling everyone he meets that using coax 
like this is low loss just like the open wire line, and I do 
believe I have learned differently right here... 


I sez (learned) there can be loss due to high SWR on the 
coax since the braids are both connected to ground at the 
tuner (leaving the other ends floating but connected 
together at the balun end. I know I have seen this stated 
several times... it's like running your balanced line 
closely against a large grounded metal object for the same 
length as the coax in question. 


Now, if the run of coax feeder is relatively short then 
the losses will be inconsequential in most cases, but by 
doing this you loose the low-loss advantage that open-wire 
feeders provide for that length where the coax replaces the 
open wire line, right? 


Kinda looked around on W4RNL's site and didn't see 
anything about this specifically, so can anybody help me out 
here? How about some of the Phds/RF engineers/ techs on the 
list? 


Admittedly, I just want to pop this guy's (hot air) 
balloon, and maybe slow down the spread of bad information 
to others...there's enough of it out there as it is...

Well, before you go trying to pop a "pompus balloon" get a little experience 
under your belt with the twin coax feedlines!!! 


Consider these little points: 

1. Coax feed lines (twin or single) can run at many angles, around metal 
objects, etc. and still bring in great signals - and transmit also - without 
near proximity to metal problems. 

2. Coax feed lines (twin or single) can run alongside house wiring / 
telephone wiring, etc with little effect under normal circumstances. (How's 
your computer hookup?? Dial up or otherwise over phone lines?) 


I can list about 50 more reasons, NONE of which are theory, ALL of which are 
based on practical application. 


Now here comes the story part.... about 8 years ago I had a 30' high middle, 
18' high each leg, dog-legged, off center fed, non-reasonate dipole type 


antenna fed with 30 feet of openwire to the house and then inside with about 
15 feet of twin coax (92 Ohm each leg). Johnson Matchbox. My nephew had 
just received his General Class in the mail, so we fired up my Icom 751 
(Barefooted) and he worked the first 20 meter SSB station he heard... Joe in 
India, giving us a 5x9 signal and a 30 minute QSO with my nephew. From 
Houston to India. There are hams that still tell me "It can't be 
done"...based purely on theory. 


Like I said... a little experience might be advisable before you bet too 
heavy on a bunch of theory!

Been building mine since I was a kid. Back when the old red and light tan 
innertubes were available, ahhh... those were the best years. Then the 
synthetics took over and good rubber was hard to find. But some years ago I 
discovered that most office supply stores carry a line of rubber bands that 
have a good "snap" to them, and they are available in just the right size 
(about 5/8" wide and 12" inches long when cut.). So, in keeping with home 
brew, the rubber bands, a forked limb for the stock and a piece of old shoe 
tongue is all 

you need to build a great antenna launching slingshot. (When I was a kid 
it was used to bring down ruffed grouse, pheasants and a duck or two!) 


I take my light spinning rod and reel, attach about 1/2 ounce sinker and 
trip the bail then while holding the rod between my legs with the tip of the 
rod 

pointed toward the target I shoot the sinker over a limb. Then, with the 4 
pound test line, I pull back some 40 or 50 pound test monofilament, attach 
the center of my dipole and pull it up with the RG 58 feedline dangling from 
the center insulator. Then it's a simple matter of tying the ends off to 
any suitable support. (My campground antenna, usually a 40 meter dipole 
but sometimes one for twenty.)

Near as I can tell, Icom forgot to include a tune switch on the 718 
(my mobile rig..also capable of running qrp). If you want to switch 
the carrier on, you need to hook up a 4338 or equivalent and short 
out the contacts. 


Gets old in a hurry. 


The keyer jack on the back of the 718 accepts a quarter inch 

phono plug. I made a trip down to the local radio shack and 
purchased a plug along with a subminiature toggle switch. The 
switch was wired so that closing the switch shorts out the phono 
plug contacts. The switch fit nicely into the opening at the end of 
the jack where the cable usually comes out. 


Voila...now I have a tuning switch for my 718. I plug the the phono 
plug into the jack and close the subminiature toggle switch when I 
need to tune. 


For my next iteration, I am gonna look for a subminiature push 
button switch and see if I can use that. Problem is that all of the 
subminiature push button switches seem to have momentary 

contacts. I am too cheap to send off to Allied or Newark so I'll 
keep looking at the local hamfests.

The G5RV antenna is a complete antenna with feedline. Cebik suggests that 
the antenna can be modified to function better if you feed the twin lead 
with a tuner directly. My modeling suggests this too. 


But the G5RV antenna has 29 feet of 300 ohm ribbon connected ugly style to 
some random length of RG-58 coax. The antenna proper is I recall 102 feet 
long.

Thanks for your diplomacy on this subject, such I failed to engender. 


You're right in your comment. the dual coax does NOT offer the "low loss" of 
open wire. Nowhere near it. No question about that. (For those learning, 
the estimated impedence of dual coax feed is half the impedence of the single 
piece of coax. ALSO please use identical coax for such feeds, and not mix 
the coax impedence types unless you're doing it on purpose for needs of your 
own. i.e. twin lead made from two pieces of RG62 (92 ohm coax) should 
produce a dual-feedline impedence of 46 ohms according to theories). Antenna 
tuners with twin feed line capabilities should be used for these antennas. 


The dual coax has a restricted usage for restricted locations, and high SWR 
will compromise your antenna system. Granted you may get only 50% of your 
power into the antenna in bad case situations, but it does work, however the 
losses, and in many instances works well regardless of the losses, if the 
antenna is good in all other aspects. If the aim is to work the world, and 
you feed 100 watts into a 50% efficient antenna, you can still work the world 
with 50 watts. The majority of the hams on the other end of the QSO can't 
tell the difference unless you tell them. 


I laugh when I remember becoming a ham 46 years ago, when SWR was an unknown 
to the general ham community, and we determined our antenna efficiency by how 
well it worked DX or local rag-chewer groups (what ever our needs) rather 
than judging its effectiveness with theories and instrument measurements. 
Also I try to remember that "Pride in making one's own," regardless of how 
well we as outsiders think it works, should be plauded not ridiculed by our 
fellow hams. If the other ham's attitude is not to one's liking, and his 
antenna "sucks" brag on him. The signal he puts into your rig under such 
circumstances could not enjoy a more effective "filter"...Ha!
